The Sad Stories of a Few Survivors—Frozen 
Fast to the Rigzing—Work of the Life 
Boats—The Rescued Captain Becomes In- 
sane. 


New BEDForD, Mass., January 19.—The 
steamer City of Columbus, of the Savannah 
Steamship Line, went ashore yesterday morning 
on Devil’s Bridge, Gay Head, It was one of the 

‘most appalling and disastrous shipwrecks 
’ that bave occurred off this coast for years, 
The City of Columbus left Boston at 3 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon, having on board eighty pas- 
sengers and a crew of forty-five. About 3:45 4. 
m. yesterday the light off Gay Head was sighted. 
The vessel was then bearing south, half east, and 
the wind was blowing a gale from the southwest. 
The Captain, who, up to this time, bad been op 
deck, went below to wari himself, as it was very 
cold. In ashort while he heard the second mate 
sing out from the pilot house to the quartermast- 
er to port the helm, He hurried on deck, think- 


hey had come across a vessel bound down 
the Sound, In the moonlight he saw the buoy on 
Devil’s Bridge, avd criea, “Hard g eel 
Almost simultaneousiv’with the order the vesse 
struck the rocks aud stopped. An order ee 
iven to hoist the jib and back ber, but she fille 
orward and listed over to port. In a moment 
the wildest confusion followed. Passengers 
rushed on deck, some of them half clad and some in 
their night clothes. It was bitter cold and the sea 
was running very bigh. Many, of them were 
washed overboard, while others sought safety in 
the rigging. The captain endeavvereda to mat 
them and ordered out the life buats, one of which 
was swamped. Five members of the crew put off 
on the life raft. In the meanwhile the vessel sank 
aft and forced every one aboard into the rigging. 
The cutter Samuel Dexter, the life service boat 
and the Humane Society boat, manned by the 
citizens of Gay Head, put out from shore for the 
wreck in the morning, and succeeded in rescuing 
nearly all of those who 
WERE IN THE RIGGING 
The task was by no means 
one. The sea was running 80 om that 
the boats could not approach within thirty feet 
of the vessel, for fear of being swamped. Those 
in the rigging were compelled to drop into the 
sea and run cheir chances of being picked uD by 
the boats. Fortunately most of them were pro- 
vided with life-preservers. A boat from the cul- 
ter, commanded by Lacut. Rhodes, brought: off 
sev persons. Capt. Wright remained 
by the vessel until oniv two meu were left in thre 
rigging, and they were frozen to death. He 
umped into the sea, and was rescued by Lieut. 
ennedy. Two men were hanging in the rat- 
lines, almost dead from exhaustion. Lieut. Rhodes 
determined to rescue them.

SUNDAY LAWS. 


The Sunday Jaw question in St. Louis is 
in abeyance, awaiting a final deeision on the 
famous statute of 1857, the timely and sur- 
prising discovery of which was among the 
political events of last summer. But other 
less favored localities are still wrestling with 
the disputed question of the right of 4 citi- 
zen to attend to his own business. 

In Massachusetts a gentleman who recent- 
ly participated in a railroad smash-up, and 
who has been reveling in expectations of 
damages, has learned, to his amazement, 
that he was breaking the law by indulging 
in superfluous traveling on Sunday. Instead 
of getting damages from the railroad, he may 
thank his stars that the company does not 
prosecute him for Sunday traveling. At any 
rate he gets no damages. This is Massachu- 
setts justice. It seems to us alittle bit un- 
equal to treat the citizen as an outlaw for 
traveling on Sunday while the railroad com- 
pany is permitted, not only to carry on its 
legitimate travel on that day, but to man- 
gle its passengers with impunity. 

In Huntingdon, Pa., the members of a 
brass baud, who escorted one of their pro- 
fessors to a train on Sunday, were arraigned 
before the local court of a dignitary called 
the Chief Burgess. Some of the wisdom of 
SOLOMON still lingers in the office of the 
Chief Burgess of Huntingdon. He had the 
brass band play some of the airs they had 
played on Sunday, and by the light, or rather 
by the sound of this evidence, he decided that 
the brass band was not a disturbance of the 


peace. = 
At Fort Wayne, Ind. the liquor men 


have made a miscalculation. They have 
undertaken to retaliate for Sunday closing 
legislation by prosecuting all people who 
deal in any article of merchandise on that 
day. Itis only in Fort Wayne that the 
saloon-keeper considers whisky as one of the 
necessaries of life to the same extent as 
bread, or milk, or the horse car, or the Sun- 
day morning paper. 

These illustrations show that there is a 
wide diversity of opinion upon the Sunday 
law question, not only in different localities, 
but among the inhabitants of the same local- 
ity. Judged by their results, the Sunday 
laws have notdone any good, while they 
have certainly been the cause of much 
trouble and bad feeling. 


THE PARDOUONER’S TALE, 

Probably a great many readers of the 
Post-DIsPpATCH were startled yesterday 
on reading that the Governor had rendered 
decisions in nearly a hundred pardoning 
cases which he hadheid under advisement, 
But there is really no reason why every con- 
victed felon should not appeal to the Gov- 
ernor. All that he needsis a shiftv lawyer 
to present his case. He has everything te 
gain and nothing to lose by the attempt, 

Yet it is a self-evident proposition that the 
Governor should not be called on to review 
and reverse every criminal conviction, and 
this is what the pardoning power amounts 
to. 

If the Governor does not review each case 
in whole and in detail; if he does not review 
it from a higher standpoint than the court; 
if he does not bring to his examination a 
deeper knowledge of the law, or a more 
minute acquaintance with the facts than was 
possessed by the judge and jury, his decision 
is equally a farce, whether it is given in con- 
firmation or 1n reversal. 

Surely we are not asied to believe that the 
average State Governor has such omniscience 
and infallibility. Behe as learned and as 
conscientious as possible, it is manifestly be- 
yond the capacity of any man, under any 
circuustances, to discharge the duties which 
are demanded of the Governor in the exer- 
cise of the pardoning power. 


A BAD PRECEDENT. 

Mr. Ropinson of New York has reported 
from the Committee on Pensions a bill pen- 
sioning Mrs. MEIKLEHAM, the sole surviy- 
ing grandchild of THomas JEFFERSON. We 
are of those who believe that the public ser- 
vices of THOMAS JEFFERSON established a 
claim on the gratitude of the American peo- 
pl second to none, or second only to WASH- 
INGTON’S. But we do not believe that the 
proper way of testifying that gratitude is by 
legislation showing that we have forgotten 
his principles and ceased to venerate his 
teachings. 

What vote did he ever cast, what line or 
precept did he ever write in favor 
of hereditary privileges or hereditary 
claims on the Government for services 
rendered by anybody’s ancestors? He ab- 
horred and denounced the hereditary privi- 
leges and pensions transmitted from father to 
son in England on account: of the services of 
the family founder, and if living now he 
would oppose this bill as a step towaras the 
public recognition and public support of an 
American aristocracy, as a precedent which 
would soon burden the toilers of the land 
with a class of pensioners who have person- 
ally done nothing for the country to éntitle 
them to live by the labor of others. 

The spectacle of anjaged widow, the grand- 
daughter of the author of the Declaration, 
in actua] want or living in an alms-house, 


would certainly 


| of the ingratitude of republics. But to 
trate in his grandchild our departure from 
the landmarks of JEFFERSON’s Democracy 
would be still worse. 

There are plenty of men in this country 
able to save us from either disgrace by 
putting their hands in their pockets and pro- 
viding for this poor old widow. Mr. Tr 
DEN, Mr. Payne of Ohio, Mr. FLower of 
New York, Senator Farr of Nevada, and a 
few other millionaire Democrats might club 
together and bestow a competent annuity 
upon her without feeling the expense. If 
they refuse, a collection taken up in this 
year’s Democratic Conventions would do

THE DRAMATIC SEASON, 


The dramatic season thus far has not been 
a success. In St. Louis, 4s elsewhere, while 
‘there have been one or two phenomenal en- 
gagements, the general rule has been scanty 
houses. There is a general feeling of apa- 
thy and indifference. What is the reason? 

It is partly owing to bad times. A dollar 
looks much larger now than it did two years 
ago, and there has been a shrinkage in the 
number of citizens who are willing to go to 
the play without counting the cost. 

But the chief reason is in the drama itself. 
It has tired the people out. It is the same 
old story. Anything which has thé least 
freshness, brightness, attractiveness in it 
still has the power to draw, but such at- 
tractions are the rare exceptions. The rule 
is the “wearisome repetition of stale and 
faded programmes that the people do not 
care about. > 

The chief trouble is that there is no such 
thing as American drama or American dra- 
matic art. Our only source and inspiration 
is to pirate from England the ideas and pro- 
ductions that the English pirate from the 
French. When these aroff "sted we have 
nothing to do but to begil’'we capo, whereby 
we meet with much weariness and vexation 
of spirit. 

It is not dull times so much as dull plays. 
The season has shown that the public are 
ready to be entertained, but that the enter- 
tainment is not ready for the public. The 
remedy must come from the other side of the 
drop curtain.

A MODEST DEMAND. 

After the House Committee on Public 
Lands had voted unanimously for a report 
adverse to HuNnTINGTON’s Texas Pacific 
land grab, that celebrated letter-writer con-

before them to plead in person for his lapsed 
and forfeited California and Oregon land 
grant. There he posed grandly as a Public 
Benefactor, and held up his monster monop- 
oly as a model of public virtue and of fidel- 
ity to every public obligation. 

The tale he told depicted the ingratitude 
of withholding further grabs from that mo- 
nopoly in terms so touching that they 
needed only a little assistance from an onion 
to wring tears from his auditors. But 
the other side of the _ story, the 
tale which he did not tell, has del- 
uged the whole Pacific slope with 
groans and tears. He spoke not of the vast 
wealth acquired by fraud and extortion, nor 
of thecommercial despotism which holds 
every interest on that coast in its iron grasp 
andatitsmercy. Hesaid nothing of its 
control over legislatures, courts and cau- 
cuses, nothing of its holding 25,000,000 acres 
of land in mortmain, free from taxation, 
nothing of its mockery of the legislative 
power, or of its evasions of taxes and eyery 
other public obligation. 

Above all, he did not hint at the solemn truth 
that this very California and Oregon Rail- 
road is part of a scheme to defraud the Gov- 
ernmentin the matter of the loaned bonds 
with which he and his associates built 
the Central Pacific. They have been 
systematically smugglingits earnings into 
the constrection of other roads, to 
evade che provisions of law limiting 
their charges and securing the ultimate 
payment of the enormous debt due to the 
Government, on which they are not even 
paying the interest. In order to defend their 
monopoly against competition in another di- 
rection,they stopped the California and O re- 
gon line and put all their earnings into the 
Southern Pacific. 

Now they ask thata long strip of land, 
twenty miles wide, long reserved from entry 
and settlement on their account, but now re- 
claimable, shall be reserved until they can 
divert from their Government creditor and 
extort from the publicenough money to ex- 
tend the California and Oregon Road to the 
end of its unfinished line. To protect their 
monopoly they will complete this line with 
embezzled earnings, as they did the Southern 
Pacitic, land grant or no Jand grant, and the 
committee should treat thisC. & 0, grab 
precisely as the Texas Pacific grab was 
treated.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


Lost in the Underground Labyrinth of 
Lezinnes—A Terrible Experience, 
_ From the Echo du Nord. 


Three young men of Lille, on a holiday 
excursion, resolved to explore the famous 
subterranean recess at Lezinnes, and for that 
purpose sought one of their friends, a resi- 
dent of the locality. The friend referred 
them to another individual, who professed to 
be well acquainted with the way through the 
cave, and offered to guide the visitors. Pro- 
vided with acommon candie of small size, 
and a box of matches, as if he was merely 
going to look for something in a cel- 
lar, the ecicerone led the three young 
men confidently into the very curious, 
but sometimes dangerousiy intricate un- 
derground labyrinth. It did not need 
the gift of prophecy to foresee what oc- 
curred. At first the volunteer guide, who, 
after all, had buta very imperfect knowl- 
edge of the tortuous windings of the cavern 
depths, found that he had lost his way, and, 
becoming confused, strayed hopelessly about 
with his companions. Feeling more at a 
loss than ever, they perceived with dismay 
that their eandle was nearly burnt to the 
end, and this at iast being entirely con- 
sumed, recourse was had to the x of 
matches, which were lighted and burnt one 
efter the other until no moré remained. All 
the pieces of paper they had about them 
were cousumed, then their pocket hand- 
kerchiefs and all the linen they could spare 
were put under contribution and burnt un- 
til they had nothing more about them that 
would furnish the necessary illumination, 
and they were left in darkness and terror. 

A seemingly interminable peried of sus- 
pense, anxiety and fear succeeded, and the 
feelings of the explorers may be more read- 
ily imagined than described. Piunged in the 
damp and pitchy gloom of what appeared to 
be au immense sepulcher ot unknown depth 
inthe bowels of the earth, without food,

Pute, the mushroom cultivator, who had en- 
tered the same caverns in 1348, aud had nev- 
er returned to his home or been since found, 
Many weary hours were thus passed in mor- 
tal anxiety, and terribly long they must have 
appeared to the captives. At length they 
cvuld scarcely repress their screanis of joy 
at the appearance of a faint, glimmering 
lightin the far-off darkness between the 
massive columns of chalk that supported 
the rvof of the limestone cavern. The rush 
to the saving light was a maddened race for 
the benighted explorers, who, to their trans- 
ports of delight, encountered M. Mathias, a 
fariner of the nei.  -orhood, who had des- 
cended the cavern w look after his beds of 
chicory rovts. The thankfulness of the 
whole party at their escape from what 
migit readily have proved a living death 
wili need no further recital, but the recol- 
lection of their trip to the cavesof Lezinnes 
will likely be engraved upon thelr memory 
for many years to come.

This is probably the first time one of 
these Albinos has f Asia, and 


‘PXxtravagant execution of auto- 
wer is as a thing compar -d the 
white elephant, Hitherto it had 
1 to remove one the kingdom, 
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or even to conceal the fact of the existence 


of such an animal ; for todo so was sacrilege | 


in the worst degree. But to sell a white 
elephant! There is no language in Asia to 
express the infamy of such a_ transaction, 
since the white elephant is the sacred em- 
blem and abode of Burman divinity. It is 
addressed as ‘Lord of Lords.’ Priests pros- 
trate themxelves as it passes by. All the 
honors of worship are paid to it. A nobie 
of high rank has to be its chamberlain. Its 
retinue is fit for a prince of the blvod royal. 
Not that such albinos are very rare; in 
India, for instance, where it is not sacred, 
elephants patched with pink are by no 
means uncommon. 

But from time immemorial, when the old 
Court of Ava was a great power in Asia, it 
has been one of the emblems of kingly rank, 
asymbolof a divinely given sovereignty, 
the incarnation of the favors of heaven, nay, 
incarnate divinity itself. Sickness among 
the sacred aniimais Was Omihous of coming 
evil; their demeanor and gestures afforded 
auguries, auspicious or sinister. They were 
the oracles of Burmah. and, more thaa this, 
the Paliadia too. Yet for the sake of dol- 
lars _ Theebaw has-sold a white eie- 
phaiit. He has plenty more, it is true—and 
elephants are expensive pets to keep—but in 
ail its hiswwry did Egypt ever descend to 
striking a bargain over a god, or Rome or 
Greece part, fur casi or other consideration, 
With auyibing that is revered? ‘That tie 
e.ephaut will live it is hardly BB pp mon , 
since it is ove thing to be a sacred animal, 
fed upon all delicacies of the seasun, aud 
With uothing to do Cui march on great oc- 
casions iu a procession, and quite another 
to become the property of a showman. 
These natural curivsities are proverbially 
deiicate in constitution, and for ail that the 
new possessor kuows His Majesty may have 
soid bim one that Was already in ill heaitn. 
Kiug ‘Tbeebaw is quite unscrupulous enough 
fur any enormity—even getting the best of 
an Americal speculator.

During: this period 
mouey by tie thousand millions has 
been collected and disbursed and the books 
kept by these partisan agents, furnishing an 
oppurtunity anda temptation for specula- 
tion, fraud and conceaiment to which I 
should dread to expose even the ironclad 
integrity of Democrats. Inevitably corrup- 
tion and great abuses have crept in and have 
been covered up; favoritism, protegeism, 
nepotism, imbecility and senility have ob- 
tained secure lodgment; demoralization has 
followed, and the public believe thata fetid 
mass exists, permeated with rottenness and 
angrene. Now, can this service be re- 
ormed, and by what process? I answer, 
— the process is, irst, by electing a 
emocratic President, and that is assured 
the present year, unless unwisdom and mad- 
ness from the gods are permitted to biock 
the way; second, by a pitiless and radical 
overhauling and purging of the present 
service. An Augean stable cannot be 
cleaned with a tooth-brush. You must 
turn on the hose, ply the hickory broom and 
scrub-brush, disinfect the premises, and give 
them a wholesume atmosphere for honest in- 
cumbents, Then let care be taken that none 
butsuch as bear the Jeffersonian stamp of 
“honesty and capacity”’ be allowed to enter, 
and those only fromthe Democratic party 
until its full ratable share enter to guard and 
rotect the public interest.

tries in which—ineluded in great part by 
Congressional statu tes—$200,000,000 of capi- 
tal are invested, 160,000 hands are employed, 
receiving annually in wages $60,000,000. 1 wo 
hundred and fifteen millions of material are 
used, and the manufactured product is $348,- 
000,000 in value. More than 20 per cent. of 
her population find their employment an 
livelthood in these industries. Iron ore and 
coal and other raw material are Ty < inex- 
haustibie ; her people are educated, ndustri- 
ous and enterprising ; and there is no sno oe 
why a thousand other home industries 
should not spring up and flourish in our 
towns and Villages as they have sprung up 
and are flourishing in the towns and villages 
of New Engiand. This will assuredly be 
the result if only Congress will let us 
alone. We ask no high rates Of 
special protection that favor monopolies, 
but we ask and demand stability and exemp- 
tion from agitation. Let the law of March 
last have a fair trial, and as resulting stat- 
istics disclose errors and inequalities they can 
and should be remedied; already our farmers 
are making a loud and just demand for the 
restoration of the duty on wool. See how 
admirably the Ohio platform supplies the 
satisfactory solution of this economic prob- 
lem. It reads: “We favor a tariff for reve- 
nue” (no resort to direct taxation by the vol- 
untary contribution of States) ‘limited to 
the necessities of the Government” (negativ- 
ing the idea of protection for protection 
only), “economically administered (not $350, - 
000,000 or $400,000,000, as under Republican 
administration of extravagance and waste, 
but $250,000,000 or $275,000,000, under the 
lain but irugal and efficient rule of the 

emocratic party), “and so adjusted in its 
application as to prevent unequal burdens, 
encourage productive industries at home and 
afford just compensation for labor and not to 
create and foster monopolies.” No fair crit- 
icism can question the justness and sound- 
ness of the policy here outlined. The man 
who would place wool and all other dutia- 
ble goods on the “free list” and resort 
to direct taxes for revenue, and thereby 
destroy these home industries and dismiss 
this army of labor hands to idjieness and 
want, or drive them into exile froin the 
State, is not a wise or beneficent friend of 
the people. ‘This platform then, In my 
judgment, is the fairest and wisest that has 
ever been presented for public considera- 
tion. I here declare it as my deliberate con- 
viction that we, adbering t» this platform, 
will earry the State at both the October and 
the November eilectious. am gratified 
that the workingmen, consolidating them- 
selves into labor organizations and better 
understanding the relations of capital to 
labor, have almost universally accepted tbe 
deciarations of «this platform, and can no 
longer be deceived by the specious argument 
of the so-calied free-trader ; nor can they be 
placed in antagonism to us by the selfish 
appeals or threats of aggregate capital that 
has grown to unsafe proportions under the 
baneful influence of a too high protective 
tariff. My own position is definitely taken. 
| adopt the Ohio platform in letter and 
spirit, and with the party 1 stand on it 
squarely and perpendicularly. 

There is a broad line of demarkation, ex- 
tending froin the equator to the Arctic dis- 
tinctly separating vur citizens and interests 
from the interests of England. Succeeding 
or failing, standing or falling, 1 will succeed 
or fail, stand or fall on the American side of 
that line, and there in ail cases Will my voice 
and my vote be found. We had a partial 
test of this tariff policy in the laté cauvass 
which resulted in the most complete and 
magnificent victory ever won by our party. 
It has borne luscious fruits. Columbus was 
never wreathed tn such joyous soilles as to- 
day. The departments are allin the keep- 
ing of our friends, We have asserted our 
power and have placed on the bench lawyers 
eminent for their learning and their lategri- 
ty. We have once more a Democratic Gov- 
ernor. who in ail the accomplishments for 
the office, in talents, and in culture, and 
spotiess purity of character is not surpassed 
by any of the Governors of the thirty-eight 
States of the Union.

A LEGHORN TRAGEDY, 
Robbed 


Lover and Mistress Deceived, 
and Brutally Murdered. 


Rome Correspondence of the New York Herald. 


A profound sensation has been created in 
Rome bythe discovery of a double murder 
committed at Leghorn under peculiar and 
atrocious circumstances. The victims are a 
man named Luigi Monti and his mistres:, 
Carolina Aladio. The suspected murderer 
is an adventurer who was known as Adolfo 
Lan@utci, but whose real name would ap- 
pear to be Giuseppe Pallaci Monti. The 
woman kept a newspaper kiosk, in the Pi- 
azza Colonna, while Monti, who was indus- 
trious and economical, hada position in a 
large manufactory of lucifer matches. Be- 
tween them they had manayed to put aside 
a respectable fortune, estimated at from 
$6,000 to $10,000. Carolina had iven 
birth to several children, and, though the 
Monti ménage was an irregular one, it was 
far happier than the home which Carolina, 
who was married toa brutal husband, had 
abandoned. 

Early in the present year Monti made the 
acquaintance of Landucci, with whom he 
soon became intimate. At his new friend’s 
suggestion Monti determined to invest part 
of his savings in a factory at Leghorn, Lan- 
ducci agreed to attend to all the prelimina- 
ries, and shortly after left Rome to look out 
for suitable premises. From time to time he 
reported progress, generally winding up his 
communications by a request for money. 
Some months ago he wrote ts Monti, asking 
him to join him at Leghorn, telling him to 
be sure and bring some capital with him, 
and saying he had found the very place to 
suit them. Monti. suspecting no treachery, 
bade his mistress goodby, put 10,000 lire in 
his pocket and departed. For some days 
Carolina heard nothing of him. At last 
news came, however. The factory was in 
working order, but more muney would be 
needed to make it prosperous, Although 
uneasy at the expense of the enterprise, she 
sent several remittances to Leghorn ad- 
dressed to No.2 Via Corallo, Then there 
came a long silence, One day she received 
a visit from Landucci, who brought her a let- 
ter written by her lover, and requesting her 
to pay the bearer 800 lire. Similar missives 
reached her from time to time. And then 
there followed another strange silence. 

Being seriously alarmed, Carolina at 
length determined to go to Leghorn herself. 
She intrusted her children and the savings 
bank receipts representing her fortune to the 
care of a family called Castelloto, and left on 
the 15th of November. M. Castellotu was 
not a little amazed at hearing no word of her 
inovements. But his suspicions were dissi- 
pated by the arrival of Landucci, with a let- 
ter—this time from Carolina—introducing 
him and begging her family to give him any- 
thing he needed. What Landucci needed 
was, asit presently turned out, the book 
containing the receipts of the savings bank. 
He got them, thauked M. Casteiloto for his 
kind attention, kissed little Maddalena 
Aladio for her mother, and vanished. 

A few days ago M, Castelloto, unable to un- 
derstand his friends’ silence,set out for Leg- 
horn and calied at the bousein Via Coralio. 
Ou entering Castelloto saw a door on which 
was scrawled the following notice: *“‘No ad- 
mission on any pretext. Store-roum for in- 
flammable materials.”” A horrible stench, 
which proceeded from the room, together 
with the warning outside. had sufficed to 
scape away intruders. Castelloto, however, 
was not to be deceived. His suspicions were 
thoroughly aroused, and, with the aid of the 
police, the door was burst 7. Inside were 
discovered the putrefying bodies of Luigi 
Monti, who had been murdered no less than 
six months previousiv, and of the unhappy 
Carolina, Ona table stood a plate contain- 
ing an unfinished beef steak, clearly show- 
ing that the murderer had departed immedi- 
ately after committing the second crime. 

Up to the present the police have found no 
trace of Landucci, and, as he bas had nearly 
a month aliowed him to escape from justice, 
it is only too probable nothing ever will be 
heard of him. The kiosk in the Piazza Co- 
lonno is closed.

BRITISH PEERS. 


The Utter Uselessness of the House 
of Lords,

Personal Peculiarities of a Number of the 
More Prominent Dukes,

The extreme Radicals in this wry | are 
san uine enough to believe that the day is 
not far distant when all the mischievous 
anomalies of the British Constitution, in- 
cluding that of an hereditary Lae 
will most assuredly be swept away into well- 
merited oblivion. True it is that the House 
of Lords has been for years past little less 
than a constitutional fiction, but even as re- 
cently as the last session legislation was 
more than ever delayed by the mischievous 
action of the hereditary peers, as affecting 
bills passed by the Commons. ‘The burning 
aomestic question of the hour is just now the 
vexed problem as to how the outcast poor of 
London are to be housed, and how the prop- 
erty-holders who own thousands of wretched 
tenement-houses in London, for the occu- 
pancy of which they demand and obtain ex- 
tortionate rentals from working men and 
women, are to be brought to book and 
conipelled to rebuild their wretched 
shanties and relet to the poor at a 
fair rental. it is feared that the 
House of Lords will prove a stumbling 
block to the much-needed legislation in this 
matter, which, itis understood, will be un- 
dertaken by Parliament during the coming 
session. The noble dukes, earls, viscounts 
and barons who sit in the upper house, 
whose ancestors inthe past acquired the 
milliens of acres of land they own by spoil- 
age, fraud and chicanery, oras gifts from 
the dissolute monarchs from whose mis- 
tresses so many of them are descended, are 
not likely to favorany measure that tends 
to limit the arbitrary rights of property- 
holders. tin view of the situation 1 have 
theught 1t worth while to jot down a few 
facts as to what manner of men these her- 
editary and irresponsible legislators are, and 
as the dukes take precedence ot all other 
members of the peerage, | will to-day deal 
with them, as amid their ranks we might 
presumably expect to find the brightest and 
best of the so-called “upper ten’’ noblesse 
oblige. 
THE CREAM OF THE ARISTOCRACY. 

There are in all twenty-nine dukedoms in 
the British peyrage without including those 
princes of the blood royal who rank as dukes 
and their Graces of Cambridge and Cumber- 
land. As these twenty-nine magnates pre- 
sumably represent the very creme de la 
creme of the aristocracy, we might at least 
hope to find among these fathers of the peo- 
ple men whose lives and deeds were such as 
to set an example worthy the following, not 
only of their titled brethren of -the peer- 
age, but of the whole body of the British na- 
tion. Letus see then what sort of men 
these dukes really are, what they do with 
their immense wealth, acquired in most In- 
stances at the sword’s point, when might 
was right, orasa reward of the ministra- 
tions of* their ancestors to the depraved 
tastes of dissolute monarchs. 

Henry Fitzalan Howard, Duke of Norfolk, 
Premier Peer aud hereditary Earl Marsha! 
of England, is 36 years of age, an earnest 
Catiolic, possessed of enormous wealth and 
leads a blameless life. He has never taken 
any prominent part in public matters, and 
while his gifts to the Roman Catholic Church 
are munificent, we have yet to learn of his 
taking the swallest interestin the welfare 
of the people at large. 

The Duke of Somerset was once First 
Lord of the Admiralty, in which position it 
1s almost neediess ts add he was true to the 
traditions of his order, drawing his pay with 
extreme regularity, while the actual work 
in connection with the office was performed 
by subordinates. He is over 80 years of age, 
lives in strict retirement, hoids tight on to 
his money, and his name is rarely seen in 
connection with any useful or charitable 
movement. 

A PEER WITH NEEDY RELATIONS. 

The Duke of Richmondisa man of much 
the same stripe, though he has drawn a 
great deal more money from the Government 
coffers, having held office as president of the 
Poor Law Board, president of the Board of 
Trade and Lord President of the Council. 
He is blest with a number of poor relations, 
including Lord William Pitt Lennox, who, 
within my own Knowledge has been glad to 
accept $10.for taking the chair ata spelling 
bee, and as he gives little or nothing to the 
poor, we may Cliaritably suppose that his 
spare cash is gobbled up by bis impecunious 
kinsmen. ‘The Duke is not as well off as 
other members of his order, his income not 
exceeding $250,000 a year. 

The Duke of Grafton, like the Duke of 
Richmond, traces his descent from one of 
the numerous ennobied mistresses of Charles 
Il. In the House of Lords heis a nonenti- 
ty, and if he has ever dune any good for 
anybody outside of his own family his noble 
deeds have yet to be biazoned forth on the 
pages otf history. 

When Henry Charles Fitzroy Somerset 
3) years ago succeeded to the tithe of Duke 
of Beaufort he inherited a princely fortune 
of some $500,000 a year. From that hour his 
energies would appear to have been devoted 
in the main to making ducks and drakes of 
his ducal inheritance. Some ten years ago 
the wofully diminished ren. roll warned this 
titled spendthrif{t and gambler that nothing 
but retrenchment could enable him 
to hold up his head amongst his 
peers. He was then one of the largest own- 
ers of rate-horses in England. He still main- 
tains a racing stabie, but the glories of the 
purple and’ white hoops have in a great 
ineasure departed. 

A PATRON OF TUE BALLET. 

The Duke of Beaufort is asybarite, and, 
although 60 years of age and the father of a 
large family, he is as notable for his gallan- 
tries as the gayest young millionaire about 
iowv. He fancies himself a great patron of 
the drama, which his Grace evidently be- 
lieves to be most fitiy represented by young 
jadies in curtailed skirts, possessed of classi- 
cally modeled understandings. He is fre- 
quently to be seen jollingin a stall at the 
Gaiety. presumably surveying the charms of 
the brazen young actress popularly known 
as “the child,”’ who for some years past he 
has had the creait of furnishing with silks, 
diamonds and sealskins, hardly attainable 
on the modest salary of some $50 a week, 
which this precucious young lady enjoys. 
For politics, the affairs of the nation, or the 
good of the people, the Duke of Beaufort 
cares nothing... He is president of the Cuach- 
~ Club and one of the best four-in-hand 
whips in ‘London. His charitable deeds 
would appear to be contined to the 
largesse Javished on the interesting young 
female I have referred to. 

‘The Duke of St. Albans is another de- 
scendant of one of the iavorites of the dis- 
solute Charies Il, In all save his ignoble 

digree he can be classed with the Duke of 

eds, in that, while énjoying an enormous 

income from land filched from the peopie, 

his uameis unknown in connection with 
movements of a philanthropic nature. 
AN OPPRESSOR OF THE POOR. 

His Grace the Duke of Bedford ig one of 
the richest men in England, his rent-roj| 
reaching $1,500,000 a year, A large amount 
of this enurmous revenue is wrung from 
some of the very poorest inhabitants of 
mighty London. The Duke owns Covent 
Garden Market and hundreds of houses in 
the purlieus of the unsavory neighborhood 
where stands that disgrace to the greatest 
city in the world. Many of these houses ure 
letout in tenements and the unfortunate 
oecupants have, during the last twenty 
years, been rack-rented again and again by 
the Duke's ageuts. Itis only three weeks 
ago since the Board of Health had to eun- 
demn several of these houses as unfit for 
human habitation.

The Duke of 
Marlborough, whohas only recently suc- 


ceeded to the title, ran through such a ca- | 


reer of dissipation while known as the Mar- 
quis of Riandford that his father refused to 
see or communicate with him for some years 
previous to his demise, After gambling to 
an extent that has impoverished the ducal 
acres for years to come, drinking so heavily 
thathe has already undermined an origi- 
nally robust physique, he put the climax upon 
& career as ignoble as foolishly criminal by 
os the wife of his bosom friend, the 
Earl of Aylesford, while that drunken and 
empty-headed nobleman was traveling with 
the Prince of Wales in India. At this 
time the wretch was already mar- 
ried and the father of sons 
and daughters. His amiable and long suf- 
fering wife, a daughter of the Duke of 
Abercorn, was wiliing for the sake of her 
children to forgive the titled ruffian and re- 
sume living with him on the condition of his 
abandoning the frail Counte&s who had so 
basely betrayed the honor of her absent 
spouse. To the surprise of ever;body the 
noble Duke refused to listen to the pieadings 
of the true woman who was unfortunate 
enough to bear his name, and the prayers of 
his aged father and mother failed to win him 
from the companion of his infamy. Satisfied 
atlength of the utter worthlessuess of her 
husband, the now Duchess of Mar!borough 
eventually sued for a divorce, and the de- 
cree Of dissolution of marriage promply 

ranted has recently been made absolute. 

etribution, however, was at hand, for when 
tne old Duke of Mariborough died, some few 
months back, it was found that he had left 
every shilling he had the power to will to 
his second son, Lord Randolph Churchill, 
who married the daughter of Leonard Jer- 
ome Of New York. ‘Tuis titled reprobate to- 
day enjoys a pension of, I think, £10,000 a 
year, Which has been religiously paid an- 
nuaily to the head of the Churehbill fami! 
ever since the great Duke of Marlborough 
was endowed wiih his title and his estate by 
a grateful country in 1702, 

TITLED NONENTITIES. 

The Dukes of Rutiand, Baccleugh, Athole, 
Roxburgh, Northumberland, Leinster, Wel- 
lington, Cleveland aud Abercoro are in no 
way notable save for the fact that they en- 
joy vast incomes, mainly derived from land 
stulen from the peopie. It may be admitted 
thatall these wearers of the strawberry 
leaves dispense a certain amount of charity 
in the immediate vicinity of their ducal pal- 
aces. Occasiunaily, too, their names are to 
be found on pubiic subscription lists for 
more or less worthy objects. But not one of 
the number has ever figured prominently in 
any movement for the publie good. 

The Duke ot Buckingham has in his time 
been Governor of Madras, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies and Pri sident of the Coun- 
cil, but faiied to make his mark in any oue 
of these positions, although he, of course, 
drew large sums of money from the public 
purse wiile he heid office. . 

A NOBLE PROFLIGATE. 

The Duke of Hamiltoa succeeded to the 
titie in 1863 and at once proceeded to dissi- 
pate one of the most enormous fortunes that 
ever fell into the hands of a winor, for at the 
time of his father’s death the young spend- 
thrift lacked two years of the attainment of 
his majority. Race-horses, dice, cards, wine 
and women so ely occupied his attention for 
the next ten years or so, when his affairs 
becaine so hopelessly involved that nothing 
buta protracted residence abroad and a tem- 
porary sequestration of his estates could save 
the then impending coilapse of Scotiland’s 
premier Duke. The late Mr. Padwick, an 
abie financier and large money-lender, who 
was the Duxe’s heaviest creditor, took the 
young profligate’s affairs in hand, and about 
three years since his debts were partially 
paid off and he was once more his own mas- 
ter. Since that period he has resumed rac- 
ing and gambling with apparently as keen a 
zest asever. Newly-contracted debts last 
year compelled him to dispose of the family 
heirlooms, consisting of vaiuable pictures, 
late, priceless china and endiess bric-a- 

rac, that bad long been the ecuvy of half the 
collectors of aoe oy His experience dves 
not appear to teach this titled gambler that 
the mode of life he so persistentiy clings to 
cau only end in debt and dishonor, and it is 
probable that in the near future his racing 
stud will be sacrificed under the hammer 
and he himself relegated to a more or less 
pleasurable exile on the other side of the 
channel. Itis almost needless to add that 
this Duke has never opened his mouth in 
the House of Lords, has never by actor 
deed benefited a fellow-creature, and the 
ouly accowplishment I know him _ to be pos- 
sessed of is that of boxing. As he possesses 
the physique of a Hercules and the personal 
appearance ofa butcher, there is nothing re- 
markable in his being an apt disciple of the 
fistic champions, 

A MILD-MANNERED YOUTH. 

The present Duke of Neweastie, unlike his 
late father, who died a penuiless gambler in 
1879, is a studious lad of geutie manuers and 
good disposition. He recently returned froin 
apretracted tourin the United States, 
where, it may be hoped, his observation ofa 
prosperous and contented peuple, free from 
the incubus of alazy and useless aristocracy, 
may lead him to live a move useful life than 
that of his late father. 

The Dukes of Montrose and Portland are 
both young men of enormous wealth, who 
appear to take no interestin anything out- 
side of the race-course and hunting field. 
While neither are particularly vicious, 
they are Just as useless to the community at 
large 4s tine-tenths of their ducal brethren. 

‘the Duke of Westminster, too, who is 
supposed to be the wealthiest man in En- 
gland, is also a great patron of racing, but it 
is only fair to say that his private life is irre- 
proachnabie, and while his gilts to charities 
are wholly out of proportion with his enor- 
mous revenues, he shines conspicuously as a 
generous donor in comparison with the rest 
of nis order. 

AN AMATEUR FIREMAN. 

The Duke of Sutherland is best known as 
an euthusiastic amateur fireman, and he is 
never sO happy as when assisting at a con- 
flagration. Many a time and oft have I seen 
him some ten or fifteen years ago cladina 
fireman's uniform, working as hardas the 
paid members of the brigade, while his 
bosom friend, the Prince of Wales, clad in 
like attire, looked on approvingly. This 
Duke leads a reputabie life, is enurmously 
wealthy and fairly charitable, aud as he 
rarely takes his seat in tpe House of Lords, 
and lias yet to make his maiden speech, we 
may conclude that he considers it is no part 
of his duty to eare any portion of the liberal 
allowance of loaves and fishes he enjoys. 

The Duke of Argyle is a man of much 
learning and more conceit. He bas written 
a little and talked a great deal, and the re- 
suits of his labors, both in and out of the 
House of Lords, have been woefully small. 
He has held oftices of Lord of the Privy Seal, 
Postmaster-General, Secretary of State for 
India, or President of the Council of India, 
for sixteen years in all, and right royally has 
he been paid for his services, Heis a fussy, 
wealthy, pedantic Scotchman, and his name 
will go down to posterity rather as the father 
of the husband of one of Qaeen Victoria's 
daughters than by reason of any marked 
ability he has displayed in the fields of pull- 
tics or literature.

The fish market is brisk this week. Whitefish 
are worth 15c a pound, croppie 12',c; salt water 
fish are worth 5c. 

In the grocery line Elgin butter still sells at 45c, 
dairy from 30 to 35c; Iowa creamery 40c; coun- 
try roll still brings from 25¢ to 306 
a pound, Eggs are worth 23¢c a dozen. 
In the vegetable line some choice cauliflowers are 
selling at $1a head. A peck of table apples can 
be bought for 50 cents. Asparagus sells a dime a 
bunch. Lettuce is selling at 10 cents for two 
beads. The game and poultry market are about 
the same as last week.

The Great English Actor’s Coming 
to St. Louis. 


Promise of an Interesting Week at the 
Theaters—Cherub’s Weekly Chat on 
Current Matters—Greea Room Gossip— 
Manager Mapleson Makes a Speech and 
Some Promises—Stage Splinters—Act- 
ors Movements, Etc.

New York, January 19.—“‘Les Huguenots” 
was given at the Academy again last night 
with the same success that attended its pro- 
duction last week, Mme.

I will also take the opp» rtunity 
of publicly thanking Mesdames atti and 
Gerster for their gratuitous services this 
evening, and also my oid friend here, Arditi.

THE THEATERS. 


MR. HENRY IRVING. 
The present season has been a most inter 
esting one in general theatrical matters and 
some of the occurrences have been notable 
ones. No engagement for years has been 
equal to Clara Morris’ in the general interest 
it aroused in the community, for although a 
purely and distinctively American actress 
for. sundry and divers reasuns, her great 
efforts have been lost to us for years and 
her coming was like that of some great 
foreign artists who come to supplement 
home laurels with those they can gather 
abroad. Yet in many respects Henry 
Irving’s engagement at the Olympic is the 
most interesting promised us for years; he 
is not to appearin a polyglot perfermance 
or in a drama in which the dialogue is all in 
French or Italian. He is of us, it 
might be said, for he speaks our 
tongue,is an exponent of an art we are famil- 
lar with, and exemplifies passions and senti- 
ments of which we have a knowledge And 
understanding. Beyond a doubt Henry Irving 
is the foremost actor the English stage 
proper has produced for many years, and J 
firmly believe that the appreciation shown 
him in St. Louis will be equal to his merits 


and high standing.

No actor of the present day has excited 
criticism so honestly and widely different. 
The most straightforward of critics, and 
those who have been wost independent and 
ouispoken in their opinions have been unre- 
served in designating him one of the great- 
est geniuses that ever trod tne boards. while 
others, by no nfeaus inclined to be captious 
or hypercritical, assert that he is an actor of 
stage trickery and device, with most distant 
and most unpleasant wannerisms. In the 
meantime the great mass of the public throng 
to see and hear him, and by their unspoken 
homage elevate hin to a most important 
niche in the dramatic temple. Ail of this 
points to one deduction. Heis an absolute 
genius, and in proof of thisit may be said 
that he is not confined to the dead level of 
excellence, but has peculiarities of voice, in- 
flection, gesture, stride and attitude which 
will create surface criticism. Beyond these 
there must be considerable of the tire immor- 
tal, and next week we will have the felicity 
of drawing our own deductions. Scarcely 
less interesting will bethe debut of Miss 
Ellen Terry, a lady whose high talents 
have been known to us for many years, and 
who is sharing Mr. Irving’s triumphs during 
his present campaign.

To 7 at the beginning of a very inter- 
esting life, his name is not Irving. It 
is John Henry Brodrib, and he was born 
in Somersetshire, one of the 
southwest counties of England, 
Fepruary 6, 1838, and is, in consequence, 
nearly 46 years of age. His folks put him in 
business, but he was not adapted to mercan- 
tile pursuits, and, waiting an opportunity 
to assume a more congenial pursuit, ap- 
peared as Orleans in “Richelieu” when he 
was about 18 yearsof age; his second ap- 
pearance being as Cleomenesin ‘‘A Winter’s 
Tale.” The date of his first appearance was 
September 29, 1856, and he remained at Sun- 
derland the balance of the season. The fol- 
lowing year he went tothe Theatre Royal 
Edinburgh, supporting Helen Faucit, Mr. 
and Mrs. Wigan, Buckstone, C. Matthews 
Phelps, etc. His first success that received 
notice was his Fitzherbert in “Victiis.”’ 
From this he attracted attention, and the 
house bills of the time show his name in sey.

After this he made 
rapid progress, assuming the leading roles in 
Boucicauit’s “Hunted Down,” “Road. to 
Ruin,” Joseph Surface in ‘“Schvol for 
Scandal” and a large rauge of general char- 
acters in old anu current comedy, aiso of 
course in the legitimate. He created a num- 
ber of new parts aud weat on increasing bis 
good standing. His Digby Grant in Aiveny’s

MISS ELLEN TERRY. 

Mr. Irving’s career at the Lyceum is pecu- 
liarly connected with the coadjutive work of 
Miss Ellen Terry, whose fame has been 
nearly as widespread as his own, and who 
wili add much to the interest of the engage- 
inent pext week. Miss Terry’s biography 
may be briefly summarized: 

She was born in 1848, and towards the 
close of Charles Kean’s management of the 
Princess’ Theater she made her first appear- 
ance on the stage, playing the character of 
the child Mamilius, in “A Winter’s Tale,” 
April 28, 1856. She next played Arthur in 
“KingJohu.” In March, 1863, she made 
what might be strictly termed her profes- 
sional debut in the Haymarket Theater as 
Gertrude in **‘The Littie Treasure,’’ E. A. 
Sothern acting Capt. Maydenblush. Her 
next appearance in an important character 
was at the opening of the Queen’s Theater, 
Long Acre, October 24, 1867, when she 
oes Rose de Beaupaire in “Ihe Double 
Marriage.” Shedid not again appear in 
London until February 28, 1874, when she re- 
turned to the Queen’s as Philippa Chester 
in **The Wandering Heir.”On April Is of 
that year she appeared at Ashley’s, acting 
the leading role of Susan Mertun in ‘It. is 
Never Too Late to « Mend.” In 
April, 1875, she played Por- 
tia in “The Merchant of Venice” 
in the Prince of Wales’ Theater. The fol- 
jowing May she acted Ciara Douglass in 
*‘Money” there, and in August she played 
Pauiine in “Lady of Lyons” at the Princess 
Theater. In November, at the Prince of 
Wales’ Theater, she played Mabe! Vane in 
“Masks and Faces,’” and in May, 1876, 
Bianche in “Ours.” She next joined the 
company atthe Royal Court Theater. On 
the opening nightof Henry Irving's man- 
agement of the Lyceum ‘Theater, December 
30, 1878, she acted Ophelia in *“‘Hamlet,” and 
has since been attached to that theater. It 
was in that role that she won a place in the 
front rank of actresses. Her impersonation 
of Beatrice in “Much Ado About Nothing’’ 
the past season was highly praised and much 
adinired by tlie critics and the public. She 
is a younger sisterof Kate Terry, a highly 
popular actress, who retired from the stage 
and became Mrs, Arthur Lewis. . Miss Ellen 
Terry is slender and active, a little above 
the medium height, with blue eyes, a clear 
cut profile and ligit hair,

In the company are a number of remarka- 
bly fine artists, and of these ihe jeune pre- 
mier, Mr. William Terriss. He is ‘an ambi- 
tious young actor,in love with his profession 
and full of fire and force. He went on the 
stage first in Birmingham in 1869, and was 
afterwards a member of the Baneroft Com- 
pany at the Princes of Wales ‘Theater, Lon- 
don, and was afterwards connected with the 
Drury Lane aud Strand Theaters, 
his first success as’Squire Thornbu!] in Will’s 
pretty adaptation from ““The Vicar of Wake- 
field, “Olivia.” Im 1880 he jvined the Ly- 
ceum Company and played Chateay Kenaud 
in “The Corsican Brothers.’”’ He is, not- 
withstanding his strength, a carefui and con- 
scientious actor. He is rather iacking in im- 
agination and has a voice which is mounvton- 
ous and unsympathetic on first acquaintance. 
Yet he has unbounded taste and intelligence 
and bis mechanism is made more obyivus by 
the contrast with Mr. Irving’s impuise.
